A BUSINESS PROPOSITION. 


It has been suggested, and the 
suggestion will in all probability 
be acted upon this Spring, that a 
quartz mill of at least forty stamps 
be erected on tbe Truckee river close 
to Reno. Immediately west of Sil- 
ver City and alongside the Virginia 
and Truckee railroad are several 
mines that are known to contain 
large bodies of free milling ore 
that assay from $15 to $30 per ton. 
To transport this ore by teams to 
milis in Gold Canyon, and there 
work it by the present methods, is 
found, we are informed, to be im- 
practicable, the costs of mining, 
such transportation and milling 
consuming almost ite entire yield 
of precious metals. Among the 
mines in the locality named that 
are known to contain large bodies 
of this so-called low grade ore are 
the Haywood and Silver Star. 
Both of these properties are located 
on an immense ledge, and the shaft 
of the former is not over one thous- 
and feet from the railroad track, 
while that of the latter is probably 
about three hundred feet. Ore 
houses for both mines could be 
erected alongside of the track, so 
that the ore would require no more 
handling from the time it leaves 
the mines and is landed in Reno, 
than is required for that produced 
from the Consolidated California & 
Virginia mine and worked at the 
Morgan mill. We understand that 
the Virginia and Truckee Railroad 
Company has offered to ship this 
ore to Reno for a less sum than it 
can be hauled for to the mills in 
Gold Cavyon, and the cost of work- 
ing it here would be materially 
less than there. The Haywoodand 
Silver Star are by no means the 
oaoly mines in that locality that are 
known to contain large bodies of 
paying ore. There are several 
others. We mention these two in 
way of illustration of the feasibil- 
ity aad practicability of the propo- 
sition. More mills are required to 
crush the ore produced from the 
Comstock and contiguous miues, 
and that they will be erected on 
the Truckee close to Reno is highly 
probable.

It seems probable that both the 
bills may pass the Senate and be a 
suggestion to the Heuse of the 
position which the Senate is ready 
to take on the subject of the Na- 
tional defenses. Some ten days ago 
the Senate passed bills for coast de- 
fenses aggregating $21,000,000, so 
that it seems probable that the 
Senate is ready to commit.itself to 
an expenditure of nearly $60,000,- 
000, but this is extended over six 
years.

The Nicaragua Canal Bill. 
WASHINGTON, February 22. 

During the consideration in the Sen- 
ate yesterday, of the Nicaragua Ship 
Canal bill, Vest offered an amend- 
ment that the Act shall have no force 
or effect until a concession shall have 
been secured from the Government of 
Nicaragua, and shall have been sub- 
mitted toand approved by Congress. 
Rejected without a division. The bill 
was then passed; yeas 38, nays5. The 
bill incorporates the Maratime Canal 
Co, of Nicaragua, with the princi- 
pal office in New York city. 
Capital stock to be not less than 
$50,000,000 nor more than $100,000,000. 
Ten per cent.is to be payable when 
the subscriptions to the _ capital 
stock are madeand fature payments 
are to be made as the board of di- 
rectors may determine. The aggre- 
gate of all charges, dues and towage is
